Didsbury mayor will remain 
the same, a former county 
school trustee will return to 
the job and the area’s county 
councillor will also remain the 
same. 

Those are the results of sev¬ 
eral election jurisdictions who 
were elected by acclamation 
after official nominations were 
declared last Monday. 

Didsbury's Mayor Ray Lea 
was returned to the job last 
Monday when Didsbury re¬ 
turning officer Enid Gardiner 
received no nominations be¬ 
sides Lea's for the job. Lea, 
who ran for mayor for the first 
time three years ago and has 
acted as mayor, said he hopes 
to continue with the steps the 
previous council instituted, 
including the new management 
structure and the plan for eco¬ 
nomic growth in Didsbury. 

Deborah Cousins of Dids 
bury was elected in Ward 2 of 
the Chinook’s Edge Regional 
School (south) Division after 
she was the only candidate to 
declare herself in the area. 
Ward 2 includes Didsbury and 
the Olds rural area. 

Cousins was a Didsbury rep¬ 


resentative on the former 
County of Mountain View 
School Board for two years 
before it was amalgamated with 
the Red Deer County School 
Board. A former teacher. Cous¬ 


ins has two children in Dids¬ 
bury schools and sat for two 
and halfyears on the Didsbury 
FCSS board. 

As part of her platform. 
Cousins said she believes in 


open, honest communication 
with the public and flscal re¬ 
sponsibility. She supported 
both the push for the 9 for 10 
school day program in Dids¬

it's not working. We're losing 
species far faster than we are 
saving them. Since 1988, only 
one species - the prairie long- 
tailed weasel - has been taken 
off Canada's list of species at 
risk and only two have im¬ 
proved in status. In that time, 
a total of 10 species have dete¬ 
riorated and hundreds more 
have been added to the list. 

What will endangered spe¬ 
cies legislation mean for pro¬ 
ducers? It has great potential 
to benefit them by supporting 
their stewardship efforts. It 
can build on voluntary con¬ 
servation efforts, offering long- 
overdue assistance and incen¬ 
tives for conservation. The 
Canadian Endangered Species 
Coalition has recommended 
to the government that legis¬ 
lation could and should in¬ 
clude: 

• providing producers with 
information about species at 
risk 

• providing private landown¬ 
ers with technical assistance 
in preparing conservation 
plans 

• assisting landowners in¬ 
terested in generating revenue 
from protecting species at risk 

• tax relief for landowners 
who manage land for the con¬ 
servation of spec ies at risk 

• maintaining programmes 
compensating landowners for 
conserving critical hahitat 

The problem is that the draft 
bill completely misses this 
opportunity. The bill applies 
only to lands under federal 
jurisdiction (essentially na¬ 
tional parks, military bases 
and oceans, not provincial or 
private lands), ibis amounts 
only to a tiny percentage of 
Canadian land - roughly four 
percent. In fact, the bill leaves 
both farmers and species 
worse oft than before. It does 
producers a considerable dis¬ 


service by disregarding their 
work as stewards and divert¬ 
ing support away from them in 
this role. Farmers are again 
left facing formidable obsta¬ 
cles and disincentives to con¬ 
servation. As for species, the 
bill abandons all the species 
which live on the other 96 per¬ 
cent of Canadian lands to the 
status quo. Furthermore, even 
on federal lands, critical habi 
tat Is not required to be pro¬ 
tected. As habitat loss is the 
main threat to 80 percent of 
species at risk, this omission 
leaves the legislation empty of 
meaning. If this is not changed, 
then Canadian species most 
likely face a dangerous decline. 

Canada needs legislation 
that works both for producers 
and for the species it is meant 
to protect . We have witnessed 
some conflict between US en 
dangered species legislation 
and private landowners. This 
experience teaches us a very 
important lesson. The US has 
had to take a heavy-handed 
approach to species on private 
lands because it is in a "critical 
care" stage in terms of endan 
gered species. It is fighting to 
bring hack more than 747 spe¬ 
cies from the brink of extinc¬ 
tion. Canada is in a much bet¬ 
ter situation — only 56 of our 
species are in that category. 
The danger is if Canada enacts 
ineffective legislation now — 
i.e. the draft bill — which fails 
to protect species at risk and 
their habitat, in the future we 
will have to take drastic "crisis 
management" steps like the 
US. The positive side is Canada 
is still in a position to create 
legislation which does not need 
to be heavy-handed. On the 
contrary, effective legislation 
for us now means assistance 
and incentives — producers 
meeting their needs while 
meeting the needs of species at 


risk. 

What will endangered spe¬ 
cies legislation cost? Using 
calculations based on Ameri¬ 
can and Australian experience, 
it is predicted that federal leg¬ 
islation in Canada will cost only 
about 35 cents per person per 
year. Also, ft is very interesting 
to note that, aside from the 
rare hut well-publicized few 
cases, even in US endangered 
species legislation has not 
blocked development. Over 
99.9 percent of projects have 
been able to proceed with no or 
very minor modifications. 

The record of species de¬ 
cline clearly indicates Canada 
needs effective endangered 
species legislation. Further¬ 
more, this legislation is a very 
important opportunity for Ca¬ 
nadian farmers and ranchers, 
who have been heavily involved 
in the struggle to preserve spe 
cies up to this point, to receive 
the support they deserve and 
need in their vital role of stew 
ards of the land. Farmers and 
ranchers agree - a full 90 per 
cent of Canadians living on 
farms and in small communi¬ 
ties support federal legislation 
to protect species at risk (An¬ 
gus Reid Group poll, 1995). 

Unfortunately this draft leg¬ 
islation only pays lip service to 
the idea of actually protecting 
species at risk or helping farm¬ 
ers do so. There is still time to 
change this. If enough Canadi 
ans express support for posi¬ 
tive legislation that supports 
farmers in protecting species 
and habitat on private lands, 
then the government will re¬ 
spond with effective legislation. 
If not, then everyone — farm 
ers, ranchers and species in¬ 
cluded — could he in for a 
pretty rough ride not too far 
down the road.

Residents find solution with 
feed plant

The Curling Rink Construc¬ 
tion Committee presented their 
final financial report on the 
curling rink construction 
project to council. The cow\calf 
fund raising project, with as¬ 
sets totalling over $50,000 ,was 
deemed a successful venture 
organizers plan to continue for 
at least another year.

Council is in the process of 
establishing a committee to 
clarify cost sheets submitted 
regarding the tree inventory 
commissioned by the town. 

• • • 

Adiscussion toascertain the 
reason a town resident’s meter 
registered 39,000 gallons of 
water over a period where nor¬ 
mal usage would be in the 
1,300 gallon range was incon¬ 
clusive. The resident was out 
of town during the affected bill 
ing cycle, and thus could not 
account for the discrepancy. 
While a dripping or slow-run¬ 
ning tap, or vandals possibly 
turning on an outside water 
source could not be ascer¬ 
tained, council agreed to 
amend the usage to 3,000 gal¬ 
lons. 

• • • 

Conditions attached to the 
proposed joint purchase of the 
Olds-Didsbury Airport by the 
two municipalities was pre¬ 
sented as part of an informa¬ 
tional package to council. In a 


memo to Mayor Ray Lea, Diels 
bury C.A.O. Evan Parliament 
noted he would be meeting with 
Olds town manager Gary 
Gelech to "finish up the joint 
purchase". 

• • • 

A request to reduce the cost 
of compliance letters was de¬ 
nied, with council holding the 
charge at $40. 

• • • 

A late payment penalty of 
1.5 percent per month will be 
added to Town of Didsbury 
utility bills in future, in addi 
tion to the inclusion of a due 
date, which had not been 
printed on the bills previously. 

• • • 

Council agreed to issue a 
cheque in the amount of $ 1800 
to the Didsbury Lawn Howling 
Club as part of an agreement 
to man the tourist information 
booth from June 24 through 
September5, 1995. Upon no¬ 
tice of payment, the David 
Thompson Tourism board 
agreed to reimburse the town 
for half the cost ($900). 

• • • 

Policy on sewer cleaning was 
request ed by council, and sub 
sequently tabled in lieu of fur¬ 
ther information. 

• • • 

The Didsbury 5-0 Club, for 
reasons unclear to current 
administration, have no water 
meter, and no prior billings for 
water usage. Any prior agree¬ 
ment was presumed to be ver 
bal, since no exemption agree¬ 
ments were on file. Council 
voted to install a meter on the 
5-0 Club building and to bill 
for water usage as per regular 
town policy.

• Here's your chance to get that special someone behind bars

Organizers behind Friday's 
Jail-n-Bail program have a hot 
line hooked up to take calls 
from stool pigeons everywhere: 
335-4543. 

The Cana¬ 
dian Cancer 
Society will 
be issuing tax 
receipts to 
the 'criminal 
element’ par 
ticipating in 
the fun fund¬ 
raiser. 

The format 
is simple. 

One call to 
the hot line 
requesting that an individual 
be picked up and delivered to 
the jail/court/and bail raising 
site (located at the train sta¬ 
tion) will start the ball rolling. 

From there, the criminal' will 
be tried, definitely found guilty 
and sentenced to raising the 
amount of bail dictated by the 
presidingjudges. Mug shots of 
all jail birds will be taken as 
well. 

Participants are urged to 
grab rolo-dexes, phone lists, 
company supplier names and 
any other record listing possi¬ 
bilities for donations to raise 
bail before jumping in the 
cruiser. 

There's no need to wait to be 
arrested, by the way, walk-ins 
are welcome. 


Following the sentencing, 
convicted 'felons' will be locked 
in a room equipped with tel¬ 
ephones and fax machines to 
facilitate the bail - raising proc¬ 
ess. 

Judges will include several 
Olds Grizzly hockey players, 
Review edi¬ 
tor Janice 
Harrington, 
BRZ chair 
Claude 
Baril and a 
few sur¬ 
prise mag¬ 
istrates. 

Those 
who already 
know 
they're go¬ 
ing to be ar¬ 
rested are encouraged to make 
arrangements to cover their 
absence at the work place. The 
average time away from work 
will probably run around one 
and one half hours, depend¬ 
ing, of course, on how fast one 
can raise bail. For those about 
to be surprised by their arrest, 
four conditions have been at¬ 
tached to the arrest procedure. 
Co-workers should arrange for 
a substitute 'criminal' in the 
event their original choice is 
unable to participate and ar¬ 
range to have the person’s sta¬ 
tion covered during his or her 
absence. A contact number in 
the office must be provided to 
assure a brisk turnaround of 
'convictions' and the list of 
charges should be blatantly 


exaggerated, with absolutely no 
connection to authentic 
charges. The idea is to keep it 
fun, not to embarass anyone 
unduly. Transportation will be 
provided by RCMP Constable 
Wendell Houk and a phalanx 
of auxiliary officers donating 


their time to the cause. 

Prizes will be issued for a 
variety of categories including: 
Model Prisoner, Highest Bail 
Raised, Largest Rat (given to 
the stool pigeon who supplies 
the greatest number of names) 
and Jailbreak Award (bestowed 


on the individual who meets 
their bail in the shortest 
amount of time). 

Those who stop by the train 
station to observe do so at their 
own peril, for they may be ei¬

Mr! 


My first column was published on Jan. 7, 1981. 
I didn’t really know who I was writing it for, myself 
1 guessed, because I had always wanted to write, 
and my husband because he encouraged me, and 
our kids because my writing would provide a sort 
of record of the times they grew up in, and maybe 
a few good friends would read it and most of my 
family and certainly my beloved mother-in law and 
mother, both of whom were highly prejudiced in 
regard to my degree of talent. I didn't know if 
anyone else would read it, but they did and they 
have and in 15 years, last week was the first time 
that 1 simply wasn't up to writing a column. 

My mom died last week. She was 93-years-old 
and she was tired and old and hurting. She had 
been at home surrounded by family and friends 
and under the loving care of my sister, Marj.butfor 
the last few days she was in hospital and it looked 
like the next step would be a room in the auxiliary. 
How she dreaded the thought of living in the 
auxiliary hospital. All those old, old people," she 
would say, "I can’t stand to be among them all day 
long." No one pointed out to her that she too was 
old. She knew that but she preferred not to think 


about it. 

Martha Hermanda Johnston, nee Mattem, was 
bom on July 10, 1902 on her parents' homestead 
northwest of Ponoka in what was then the North- 
westTerritories. She hated both of her given names 
hut we can’t imagine her as anythingbut a Martha 
Martha, means "lady" and Mama was certainly a 
lady. Even in the tough times and wearing her one 
good dress, her posture and bearing were such that 
she looked like an aristocrat. In her eighth preg¬ 
nancy and 41 -years-old, no-one wouldhave guessed 
that this was not all according to plan. A lady does 
not whine about this sort of thing. A lady bears her 
children proudly and loves and supports them 
until she or they die. 

A lady is clean and Mom's cleanliness was 
legendary. It extended to her language, grammar, 
morals and personal habits. Anything that could 
be bleached or scrubbed was. If it fit in the bathtub 
she scrubbed it there. Kitchen chairs, plant stands 
and highchairs went in the bathtub. If she found 
something she liked at an antique store, it went 
into the bathtub before it went into the living room. 
Grandchildren went into the bathtub too. After she 
had bathed one of the kids with special at tention to 
ears, the child said, "well I hope that never has to 
be done again." 

A lady is loyal and steadfast. Mom believed that 
every member of her family was almost perfect and 
this began with Dad, whom she adored. Note the 
word "almost". She never quit striving to attain 
perfection for all of us. Until the last days she was 
telling us what to wear, what should be done with 
our hair, what we should eat and correcting cur 


grammar. Some of us were imagining her meeting 
Dad in Heaven. "Oh, Glen,” she would say, "Oh, 
Glen I have missed you so. Why are you wearing 
those shoes?" 

A lady has certain accomplishments and Mama 
played the piano, sang, won any number of elocu¬ 
tion contests, did beautiful embroidery and crochet 
and, as the wife of an M.L.A., attended many state 
functions where her sense of style and graceful 
manners were a real asset. She also rode horse¬ 
back, killed chickens, milked cows, made all our 
clothes including coats (and often from hand me 
downs), mended everything including binder can¬ 
vases, helped to skin coyotes, kept an enormous 
garden, told mildly risquejokes, took in people who 
were in trouble, fed everybody and loved and en¬ 
couraged us in everything we did. 

She was not especially tolerant and had strong 
prejudices in some areas. She did not suffer fools 
gladly, she loved trees and flowers and babies and 
most animals. She couldn't stand any thing "sticky" 
and if Mom was around, you washed all your tables 
and counters about four times after every meal. Sbe 
loved really good clothes and was vain about her 
beautiful hands, feet and hair. Maij gave her a perm 
every three months and kept her hair perfectly 
groomed. 

Her nine grandsons were pallbearers. Her nine 
granddaughters were honorary pallbearers. She 
leaves six surviving children and 26 great grand 
children. All of us will miss her, but it was time. It 
was time.

Mini-storage coming to Didsbury

It was a matter of good tim¬ 
ing which led two Didsbury 
residents to plan the opening 
of a mini-storage business in 
town. 

Both George Anderson and 
Harry Penner believed such a 
business was necessary for the 
town of3500 but were stymied 
by the lack of a good location 
for the business. 

It was a chance encounter 
at a real estate office and the 
sale of the former Feeg lot on 
the south end which prompted 
the two investors to snatch up 
the land and join in a partner¬ 
ship to create the mini-storage 
business. 

"It is the perfect location for 
something like this,” Penner 
said. “I had been thinking about 
(opening a business) like this 
for over a year and when this 
property came up, George and 
I just happened to be in the 
right place at the same time." 


What that means is the pair 
have taken over the cleaned up 
lot and old building and are in 
the process of smoothing out 
the lot to allow for recreational 
vehicle parking and are build¬ 
ing a storage centre which will 
house 25 cubicles - 10 x 12 
and 5 x 12 - to house Dids¬ 
bury's storables. 

Penner said the cubicles will 
be top quality storage units 
with a double lock up system 
and roll up steel doors. Con¬ 
struction of the building is be¬ 
ing handled by local builder 
Henry Winter's Aarden Con¬ 
struction. 

A fire resistant, metal clad 
building, the storage will be 
cold only. 

With the storage building 
tucked away on the south end 
of the lot, Penner said the rest 
of the lot will be used to park 
recreational vehicles and other 
large seasonal go<xis which will 
be kept in a fenced yard which 
Penner said will be well lit.

Childspace changes 
hands

Childspace Manufacturing 
Ltd., a local company founded 
to help keep developmentally 
disabled workers employed, 
has been sold. 

Two of the companies long 
time employees, Chris 
Whittaker and Peter Adams, 
purchased the company from 
its charitable shareholders, the 
Mountain View Association for 
the Mentally handicapped, ear¬ 
lier this month. The transfer 
will be finalized October 1. 

Chris Whittaker, general 
manager of Childspace, has 
been with the company since it 
was founded in 1981. The 
MVAMII began the company 
with federal funding under the 
Local Employment Assistance 
Program which helped out com - 
panies who gave work to em¬ 
ployment disabled people. 

"The funding was available 
from 1981 to 1984," Whittaker 
said. "There were several busi 
nesses started through this 
funding.. .hut I believe we are 
the only one left.” 

For 14years, Childspace has 
given 50 percent of its jobs to 
developmentally disabled 
workers. Over those years, the 
company has manufactured 
playground equipment and site 
furnishings, including picnic 
tables, benches and bridges 
for golfoourses and trails. Many 
ofDidsbury's parks, inclyding 
those on school grounds, are 
filled with Childspace goods. 

"We have had very good sup¬ 


port from the towns in the 
county," Whittaker said. 

But the surrounding area is 
not the only market Childspace 
has accessed in the past 14 
years. Whit taker said they have 
sold in many areas from On¬ 
tario to B.C. and they are also 
expanding into the Japanese 
market. 

Whittaker said the deal to 
sell Childspace came up after 
the company experienced a 
slow period this spring. Nor¬ 
mally the busiest time of the 
year for the manufacturer, 
Whittaker said a combination 
of factors led to a slow start oft, 
making their bankers a bit 
nervous. 

The biggest problem wc 
have had as a company is that 
we never built any reserves; 
our hoard of directors chose to 
keep people working rather 
than build up a reserve," he 
said. "This is a seasonal busi¬ 
ness. After 14 good years, all it 
took was a couple of bad 
months before the hanks said 
the shareholders needed to 
invest some cash.” 

Since the board was not pre¬ 
pared to invest the capital, 
Whittaker and Adams made 
an offer to purchase the com 
pany which was accepted. 

Whittaker, who has lived in 
Didsbury for the past 17 years, 
said he and Adams believe in 
the philosophy upon which 
Childspace was built and they 
plan to maintain a strong per¬ 
centage of disabled workers 
within the company.

Where the MCC proceeds went 

Special to the Review _ 


Last summer, the community came together and organized one of the larg¬ 
est events in Didsbury history - the Mennonite Central Committee’s Relief Sale 
and Auction. 

Thousands of people piled through the doors at the Memorial Complex 
and donated their time, money and goods to help raise funds for projects in the 
Third World. 

Event chairman Henry Goerzen wanted the supporters to know where the 
$100,000 raised in our community was spent. 

Along with funds from other communities, the money was used as fol¬ 
lows: 

• In Angola, where a war keeps dragging on, more people were starved in 
cities and less and less food was produced in rural areas. Your help allowed 
MCC to ship supplies to people who are displaced and lost property and in¬ 
come as a result of the war. 

• More than 2,000 people were forced to leave their homes after heavy 
rains flooded land and destroyed many homes in Chad. Outbreaks of cholera 
and malaria were common. In 1994. MCC workers helped villagers repair and 
deepen five wells with concrete well rings and build three small dams. 

• Our government provides an education for our children. But in Bangla¬ 
desh. very poor children do not have the same opportunity. Through MCC's 
Global Family Program. 290 very poor Bengali children received scholarships, 
three schools built extra classrooms and purchased benches, blackboards and 
a cupboard MCC also provided school kits to poor students. 

• Escaping the poverty of the western highlands of Bolivia, many families 
migrate to the rich eastern lands of Santa Cruz. They settle in scjuattcr-like 
neighborhoods on the outskirts of the city. MCC sponsors eight community 
libraries in these slums to provide a place for youth to do homework and for 


adults to learn to read. 

• In Ireland, MCC work — peace education, conflict transformation and 
conciliation processes. Your contributions enable MCCers to work with groups 
and Individuals from both sides of the divide. 

• Making the land safe for farming, safe for children to play outside, safe 
for the water buffalo to graze. These are the goals of the bombie removal project 
In Laos where unexploded bombies litter the land and often detonate when 
handled. In 1994, MCC trained and outfitted 20 de-miners to begin the task of 
riding the land of this danger, left-overs from the Vietnam War. 

• MCC food assistance in 1994 totalled more than $9 million dollars. 
Your dollars helped purchase wheat and milk powder, beans, rice, maize and 
cooking oil. 

• In 1994, Rwanda burst into the world’s consciousness as the media told 
the story of the genocidal violence and massive flight of refugees into Tanzania 
and Zaire. MCC has provided blankets, warm clothing and a high protein food 
mixture directly to Rwandan refugees. Long-term work at developing schools, 
beginning agricultural programs and providing spiritual support continues to¬ 
day. 

• You've heard the saying, “strongas an ox..." and “he eats like a horse.” In 
Haiti, an MCC plow project was hindered by the lack of feed making the oxen 
only strong enough to work partial days during planting and harvesting. Thanks 
to your contributions Haitian peasants feed their family (and their oxen). 

• The Middle East is a community made of communities. Whether Chris¬ 
tian, Muslim or Jew, urban or rural, farmer or nomadic, the region is a fasci¬ 
nating and rich blend of people living with people. MCC has 45 workers living 
in the midst of these communities, working as school teachers or purchasing 
Bibles, supporting clinics and planting trees and opening wells.
